Bend a delegation to St. Louie Instructed 
for McKinley. That was plainly indi- 
cated by tbe proceedings of tbe etate 
Republican convention which met bere 
this afternoon. 


W. E. Arthur ol Pasadena, a pro- 


'nounced McKinley man, was elected 
temporary chairman of the convention, 


• and at the mention of McKinley'a name 
there waa an enthusiastic whoop from 
tbe delegates and spectators. 


The convention transacted very little 


business today, and after the appoint- 
ment of tbe following committees ad- 
journed until tomorrow morning:

Hprockola 
has been opposed to an instructed dele- 
gation, but his delegates from San Fran- 
cisco could not be admitted to the state 
convention without the help of' the 
southern men, and it is believed he baa 
agreed to accept instructions in consid- 
eration of the seating of hifl delegates. 


Tonight the A. P. A.'a are boasting 


that they control the convention. They 
claim to have 300 votes and propose to 
run tillage to suit themselves. Arthur, 
the chairman of the convention, la said 
to by a pronounced A. P. A. man, and 
m fact the whole southern delegation is 
said to lie in sympathy with the order. 
It is now etatod that State Senator 
G leaves is slated aa one of the delegates 
at large. Snreckels can be another if he 
wlebea to join the McKinley procession 
utm tbia, it ia bulieved, he will do. 
George Knight wants to go to St. Louis, 
and by sorno it is thought that Grant of 
San Diego will bo sacrificed to mr.ko 
room for tho Sau Francincu orator. Ex- 
Congreseuian Loutitt of Stockton seems 
to bo out of it. He had tbe support of 
the San Joaquin delegation but iu tho 
second district convention his name was 
not mentioned, though bo expected an 
indorsement by that body. 


Trouble Beamed imminent this after- 


noon when Knight and Kowalsky ol 
San Frauciaco, holding proxies from 
other counties, commenced to talk 
aaainat Spreckola, and they were au> 
nwered by Bradbury of San Francisco, a 
Spreckels man. Theliret indication the 
convention had, aaidu from the manner 
of Arthur's election, that a program had 
been arranged, waa when a motion was 
made to limit the committee on creden- 
tials to seven men to be appointed by 
the chair. The motion was made and 
seconded without comment, when it 
suddenly occurred to the anti-Sprockets 
men that they wanted more men on the 
committee. A motion was made to in- 
crease the number to twenty-one and 
this tbe Spreckels men opposed vigor- 
ously. It was during the debate over 
this question tiiat the sharp words used 
by Knight, Kowaltjky and Bradbury 
came in.

ver everybody and everything con- 
ected with South Africa. 
The President in his speech said in 
irief that the recent events, "due to 
nalevolence and selfish objects" had 
eriously interrupted the rest and peace 
f the South African republic, adding: 
'It haa been ever my wish to promote 
he development and prosperity of the 
epubllc in the most peaceable manner 
loseible, so I am (Irmly convinced that 
, is your sincere wish to co-operate with 
mo in this policy and that you expect 


•itu. the fullest confidence that this sea- 
Ion of the volksraad will contribute in 
no small manner to the restoration of 
>eace in this sttite, in order that, 
hrough our united co-operation, every 
ountry may flourish and prosper for ttio 
jenolltaf all." 


The President then touched upon tho

Work of Rescue Suspended—Dan- 


ger of Walls Palling. 


CINCINNATI, May 6.—After tbe explos- 


ion last night that demolished tbe big 
five-story building on Walnut street, re- 
lays of workmen continued removing 
tbo debris till almost noon when every- 
body was ordered from the premises and 
Walnut street bat ween Fourth and Fifth 
Streets was kept clear. Holes had been 
mado in the walla of adjoining buildings 
through which to extricate victima. A 
great mass of debris supported these 
walls, and ita removal caused the ad- 
jacent walla to bulge out so that a great 
calamity has been momentarily expect- 
ed from both Bides of the wreckage. 


Braces were put up against tlio walls 


anil scaffolds were quickly constructed. 
Tho work of tearing down the adjacent 
walls ia proteasing witb all possible 
speed tonight. There have been eight 
dead recovered up to 10 o'clock tonight 
and seven are still miseing. Those who 
are Etill raieainu tonight are generally 
believed to bo in tbe ruins. All of the 
injured except John McCarthy are do- 
ing well at the hospital. McCarthy died 
tonight. 
None of tbe bodies remaining m the 


wreckage can bo recovered until the 
danger from the surrounding walla ia 
irat removed.

Tax Levied by Supervisors to Make 


Up Deficit Illegal. 


t FRANCISCO, May 5.—The supremo 


court today reallirmed a number of its 
former decisions by declaring illegal tbo 
tax levied by the board of supervisors to 
make up a deficit of $205,000 incurred 
during tbo liscal year ending June 30, 
1895. The decision W«B in tho cafie of 
Wallace Bradford, who brought suit to 
enjoin the board of supervisors from fur- 
ther increasing tbe municipal deficit and 
also sought to prevent the auditor from 
approving further demands. Tho city 
entered a demurrer which was sustained 
by tho lower court. The supreme court 
now reverses the lower tribunal and de- 
cides all ot the law pointa in favor of 
Bradford, declaring that the board of 
supervisors haa no power to pay the 
debts of one year with Urn revenues of 
another.

There could be no nationa 


party if the aeveral 8tatea did not com 
promise on important issues. Tbe con 
vention which meeta tomorrow wi 
doubtless bear in mind that tbe etrengt 
of the Republican party does not he i 
free silver states." 


Bimetallism through 
internationa 


agreement is an uncertain hope of eome 
thirg. At the present time it is go! 
monometallism masquerading in a verbl 
diBuuiee. It promises nothing definil 
or tangible. With a candor which 
more notable than cheering, it admi 
that the United StaUs ia not larg 
enough to have a financial policy of i 
own. It expresses a bumble hope thi 
the capitalists oi Europe will remembe 
oar condition and treat us with coiiek 
eration, and it does nothing more. 


It may be that the Republican pai 


in a good many of tho elates is in favc 
of gold monometallism or its half aisle 
bimetallism through international agre 
ment, but why California Republicans 
should therefore feel constrained to in- 
dorse tbe idea ia incomprehensible. 
The party in this etate is in favor oi the 
(«e coinage of eilver; tben let it say so. 
The Bulletin urKes that the atatea "com- 
promiae on important issues." But to 
be swallowed up ia a very different 
thing from Bubmltiing to a compromise. 
The compromise tbat ia fluggeated m 
thle case ie nothing elae than a surren- 
der to our opponents. It ehould be 
borne in mind that New York and New 
England are hardly more "neceaeary to 
Republican eucceas" than are California 
and the \Vest. Both Bectiona are needed, 
mnd there ie no more reason that our ile- 
eiree should be baric* in theirs than 
that theire ehould be buried in ours. 


For ita part the REPUBLICAN believes 


that tbe itmte convention will make a 
prtve mistake if it doea not declare un- 
equivocally in favor o( tbe free coinage 
ol silver. Beyond the possibility of a 
cmeation, tbat is tbe desire of tbe voters 
of the state. Why should their desire 
be disregarded merely that the desire of 
New York may be heeded? The people 
ol many Eastern states have not hesi- 
tated to declare in lavor of monometal- 
lism. Why should the West hceitate to 
utpnu itewisb? The honorable and 
•traigbtforward way is for every elate to 
ftxpresa ita own choice, and then let the 
majority In the national convention de- 
cide. 


01 coaree it ie too late to say anything 


which might in any way influence the 
tUte convention, but it ia not too late 
to proteet against a policy of truckling 
•which would make us forever subserv- 
ient to the Eaet. The people who reeide 
west ol the Miaaiaaippi river have just 
as much right to their own opinions aa 
have those to the east of tbat waterway 
They should express them and work for 
them with juet aa little hesitation. In 
the preeent instance, above all, they 
ehould do BO, because a failure to de- 
clare the will of the people will result 
in a Iocs of votea to tbe party, >nd while 
the loes in all probability would not re- 
Hult in defeat, it is unneceaaary and 
unwiee to take any chancea. The RE- 
PUBLICAN will regret very much if the 
Btate convention does not declare unre- 
servedly in favor of the free coinage of 
silver."

CITED TO APPEAR. 


Rev. H. G. DeWitt in Contempt of 


Court. 


In Judge Rieley'a court yesterday an 


order of citation was issued for Rev. H. 
G. DeWitt, ordering him to appear in 
court May llth and show cause why he 
should not be punished for contempt of 
court in resisting an officer. 


The trouble arose in the suit of Sarah 


I. Foulke against Rev. DaWitt for the 
possession of certain property in Olovis. 
The court ordered the property delivered 
to Mrs. Foulke, but when Deputy Sher- 
iff Timmins went to Olovis to deliver 
the property Rev. DeWitt had posses- 
sion and refused to pive it up.

•cashed," said oue of the many indigent 
women who surrounded the auditor's 
'desk yesterday. A REPUBUCAH reporter 
who stood near by learned that the war- 
Tant was for $15, the wouiau having been 
in receipt of county relief to that extent 
monthly for herself and family. From 
tbe woman's statement, whioh found 
ample corroboration in other • caeca, it 


that the recipients of county re- 


lief are compelled to sell their warrants 
and that the brokers charge'anything 
they please, or anything they can get 
for the accommodation. 


In a number of cases the 'indigenta 


would receive from the county'treasurer 
the full cash value of their warrants 
within two or three -days. But they 
cannot wait, and their necessity IB the 
broker'u opportunity. To .receive $1.75 
within three days for a cash investment 
of $13.25 is not bad interest in theeo 
bard times. Even if the investor has to 
wait a inoath till the warrant matures 
he is not doing badly, if there be any 
truth in arithmetic. It takes twelve 
months to make a year, and it will not 
require first rate mathematical gifts to 
figure out tbe actual percentage per year 
on $1.75 received for a month's discount 
of a $15 warrant. It is 189 per cent for 
the year. 


inquiry revealed that the rate chart 


by the warrant brokers ranges all the 
way from 5 to 15 per cent per month on 
warrants, many of which are paid to 
the discounters within three days. 


When the supervisors canceled the in- 


digent liat last month there were eiuhty- 
eight persona on it, receiving a total 
average of $1200 per month. It is not 
difficult to ligure out that if ratea of in- 
terest varying from 5 to 10 per cent per 
month are paid by tho unfortunate in- 
digents for discounting their warrants a 
handsome income is beinn earned at the 
expense of the county and the indigents 
alike. For if the figures do not wholly 
err, at least $2800 ft year goes out of the 
connty funde, of which not a cent finds 
its way into the homes of the Indigent 
or into the county treasury. It all goes 
into the coders of the brokers. 
It ie noBsibly for this reason that 


whenever an attempt is made to siop the 
overflow of money on the indigent list 
the result is tho same, year after year. 
Either the old recipients get back again 
on the list or enough new names are put 
on to asEUre a profitable brokerage in 
county indigent warrants by outside 
parties. 
The earnest efforts of the supervisors 


during the past two days have resulted 
in striking half a dozen names off tho 
list, hut thirteen were put on and there 
are nearly two weeks of tho session yet 
to come. The spectacle afforded in the 
supervisor chamber naturally conduces 
to the belief that a cheerful competition 
exists as to who shall succeed best in 
getting on the county indigent list. 
Children are largely relied on to work 
upon the sympathy of the board. The 
mother is always in evidence, with a 
quiver lull of them. So many children 
are supposed to mean BO much money, 
of which the little onea do not alwaye 
receive the benefit. 
Experience has 


shown, over and over again, that the 
persons to whom the warrants are made 
payable by tbe auditor are not always 
iol'ely reRUdlul of the children for whom 
the money ia intended. 


It has been suggested as a menu of 


putting ft stop to a fijmtem which en- 
courages the dual evil of pauperism and 
usury that the supervisors should cut 
off money allowances altogether and 
give credit orders or allowances in gro* 
caries and necessaries. 


At the auditor's office such a change 


would be obviously welcome, hut so tar 
the majority of the board have not ap- 
peared disposed to alter the old-time 
custom. There are a number of families 
who have all along been 
receiving 


county aid, in groceries, etc., hut tho in- 
digent- list proper is a different thing, 
and a day spent at the hoard while ap- 
plicants are being investigated shows 
unequivocally how ready even property 
owners are to seek county aid and con- 
ceal their resources. In oue case yes- 
terday an elderly couple, known to pos- 
sess real estate, were induced to turn it 
over to the county, toward their main- 
tenance, hut the rule is the other way. 


The hoard line, however, done well 


thia month, eo far, iu pruningUhe list. 
Several women, who had neither rela- 
tives, children, nor property, were taken 
off the warrant list and referred to the 
county hospital. In another case it was 
represented to an applicant that the 
county had no right to grant pecuniary 
relief for the care of orphan children 
when it is already contributing to tbe 
Hiipport ot an orphanage, the managers 
of which arc anxious to receive just 
such chi.dren.

The Fresno Labor Exchange opened 


for bucineea yesterday. The old market j 
building opposite the city hall has been 
rented, and ia now occupied aa a etore 
and general headquarters, with <J. P. 
Ouinmings in charge. 


The exclmnce is No. 51, and now has 


a membership of about 150. 
The mem- 


bera work for their individual benefit, 
and incidentally for the benefitof allthe 
others. What" one member produces 
that he 
cannot eell, be 
takes 
to 


he etore houEO and trades for what 
Bomu other member bae produced. For 
instance, a carpenter makea a lot of 
t-creen doore and windows and deposits 
them at the store and takes his pay in 
flour produced liy another member. This 
ie not an imaginary case, but it actually 
took place bere. 


A farmer had r.iore hay than he could 


sell, and he yesterday deposited a dozen, 
or more bales in the Etore, and will take 
hie pay in what some other man has de- 
posited there. 


Very little money is used. In ita 


place they use checks of deposit. Thu 
man 
who left the hay took deposit 


checks for its wholesale price—pay $S. 
The checks will buy $S worth ol 
any- 


thing in the Etore, 


There is positively no credit. If a 


customer wants anything in the store 
there are only two ways by which be 
can net it. If he nays caab he can have 
it. or, if he pays deposit checks he can 
get it. 


The exchange aims not to hurt any 


legitimate bueiiieee. H will not sell 
goods below tbe usual retail price, and 
thus will not try to take trade from 
local merchants. It oaye (in deposit 
checks) wholesale prices for what it 
buys; and receives (in deposit checks or 
cash) the retail price of what it sells. 
The profit Roee to pay running expenses, 
and if anything then remains, it Koee 
into the capital fund. 


Tbe system baa been in operation 


elsewhere for some time, and up to 
tbe 
present it baa been 
successful. 


There are exchanges in Ban Francisco, 
Ban Jise, Arroyo Grande, Ban Luis 
Obispo, Modesto and in other parts of 
tbe elate, as well as in nearly all the 
other states of the union. 


In some places they own large build- 


inge, which were erected by the mem- 
bers who were paid with deposit checks. 
The land was bought with the accumu- 
lated profits; tbo bricks burned by mem- 
bers; the walls made by members, and 
only n few rnateri?.!?, such as nails ana 
glass, bought with cash. 


The Fresno exchange now has m con- 


templation tlie burning of a brick kiln 
and will eell the brickfl at the customary 
retail price. T'ie members are enthusi- 
astic and expect to succeed in the under- 
taking. It differs from most commu- 
niatic or socialistic societies in that tbe 
members do not share in common tbe 
fruits of tbe labor of tbe whole. If a 
member does not produce anything he 
gets nothing. If be produces an article 
be can deposit it and take bis pay m 
any other article In the store; but there 
la no support for tbe lazy. In commu- 
nistic societies the industrious eupport 
tbe drones. In Ihp labor exchange the 
Scripture is literally fulfilled: "They 
who do not work shall not eat. 


Tbe undertaking will be watched with, 


considerable interest by tbe people of 
this vicinity. Tbe beginning made yes- 
terday was not large, but there is ample 
room for expansion.
